This parent overlooks the fact that 
at this point, Junior is not especial- 
ly interested in what he shouldn't do 
His concern is with what he should 
do

Their people think that if 
they just get enough ¢Aings for thei 
small fry, they Hl turn out all right 
Obviously, affection and character 

the two biggest things in any 
young person’s lile-—are not avail- 
able in the market place. As Child 
Psychologist Donald A. Laird says, 
“What you do for your children ts 
not so important as what you do 
with them.” 

There’s the coward) parent In 
polite circles, he’s referred to fond- 
lv as “overly indulgent.” He re- 
gards child rearing as a kind of pop- 
ularity contest and — studiously 
avoids all rules, regulations, pro- 
hibitions, or demands likely to in- 
cur his offsprings’ dislike. Says Dr. 
Walter L. Wilkins, St. Louis Uni- 
versity psychology head, “the too 
indulgent home can isolate a child 
from his playmates, and later from 
other adults, just as effectively as 
the too strict home “3

They suggest that 
vhile good discipline takes many 
forms, certain elements are almost 
always present. 

Good discipline is an enlighten- 
ing process. Children are beginners 
at the business of living. Parents 
have been at it longer. As occasion 
arises, they try to tell their young- 
sters what they’ve learned. They 
don’t do this in a know-it-all man- 
ner, but humbly and tactfully in 
the knowledge that later the child 
will seek more information on his 
own. In Doctor Ginzberg’s words, 
hey try to the best of their ability 
to “delimit the unknown” for their 
children

llow to keep tit in 


hot weather 


Some summer ailments can be serious—others 


uncomfortable. Knowing what to watch for and 


how to prevent them will brighten your summer 


Ba lazy weekends, gardening, country 
vacations, and sunny days that lure us out- 
doors help to make summer the healthiest 
time of year. But, the hot months bring 
some seasonal discomforts and ailments of 
their own. Don’t let kill-joy hot-weather 
hazards sneak up like poison ivy at a picnic 
to spoil the family’s fun. You can prevent or 
minimuze many summer miseries by meas- 
ures you Can apply yourselt or with your 
doctor's help. Here are some new medical 
advances, and some timely pointers from 
authorities, that can help you to stay cool 
and collected instead of hot and bothered 
during the happy, outdoor months that lie 


ahead: 


Athlete's foot. You can traipse around 
swimming pools and shower-room lockers 
without constant dread of athlete's foot, 
whether you slosh through antiseptic foot 
baths or not. Regular foot-bathing in pans 
filled with antifungal solutions failed to re- 
duce cases of athlete's foot among men using 
showers in controlled trials aboard ships of 
the U.S. Navy. Funei in water, clothing, 
floors, and footwear are now thought to be 
of negligible importance in Causing attacks 
of athlete's foot. 

At home, ordinary washing and cleaning 
of the bathroom eliminates practically all 
danger of “catchine”™ or transmitting the 
ailment by walking on floors. Present view 
of most authorities is that almost all adoles- 
cents and adults have dormant funei hid- 
den away in various foot crevices. ‘The 
pesky molds give no trouble until conditions 
favorable to them, but not to you, cause a 
flare-up. ‘These conditions, most prevalent 
in summer, include moisture, perspiration, 
warmth, friction, and minor skin injury 
the latter sometimes intensified by using a 
succession of too powerful drugs in treating 
athlete's foot. 

Simple hygiene can do much to prevent 
flare-ups. Keep the feet cool and dry. Wear 
ventilated, aerated shoes or sandals that 
don’t rub the skin or fit too tightly. After 
each shower or swim, gently dry all areas of 


the body where moisture can accumulate. 
W isps of cotton between close-set toes help 
to keep a vulnerable area dry. Dust the feet 
unfailingly and liberally with tale or mild 
antifungal powders. 


Sun-tan yardstick. A simple rule for 
avoiding a blistering sunburn is suggested 
by Dr. Lewis R. Koller of General Electric 
Research Laboratory. Note the time it 
takes the sun to make your skin faintly 
pink. Limit your exposure to two or three 
times that period, until after you have ac- 
quired a protective tan. Five times the ex- 
posure can give you a painful burn; 10 
times, blisters. Babies and children burn 
more easily than adults. Time their burn- 
ing speed with the skin-pinkness **speedom- 
eter” to judge how long they can stay in the 
sun. Remember that sunburn doesn’t hurt 
when it’s burning, only when it’s too late to 


un-burn it 


Motion sickness, Don't let fear of sea-, 
car, or airsickness shut you out from the 
fun of summer travel. Some people are very 
stubborn about motion sickness, but most 
persons can prevent it by swallowing a 
small tablet a half an hour or so before the 
boat begins to pitch or the car to sway. 
Phe most-widely used motion-sickness 
preventives are drugs of the antihistamine 
family, and your doctor will prescribe them 
if you tell him what's up or what you hope 
won't be. Usually a tablet has to be taken 
every three or four hours to give continuous 
protection on a long trip. A new dose-a-day 
preventive has recently become available, 
after testing on Army, Navy, and Air Force 
personnel. A single tablet prevents motion 
sickness for as long as 24 hours in most

A shot in time. Do you dig in the 
garden, ride horses, disport at dude 
ranches, or amble around the coun- 
tryside?

‘Tetanus antitoxin shots give 
quick protection in event of injury 
But, antitoxin is made from horse 
serum, to which many people react 
badly. ‘Tetanus toxoid is free from 
such reactions, but it builds immu- 
nity too slowly to be of immediate 
use if you step on a rusty nail (it 
isn’t the rust, but possible tetanus 
spores that are dangerous). How- 
ever, an injured person who has 
previously had toxoid inoculations 
usually needs only a harmless boost-

Until this year, one of the best mildew controls was 
denied home rose growers by the size of the package. 
[he smallest sack on the market would last the average 
gardener a lifetime. 

[his season, the chemical, dinitro capryl phenyl cro- 
tonate, has been packaged in 3-pound units under such 
names as Mildex, Karathane, and Iscothan. It is 
among the best controls for rose mildew, and is eflec- 
tive against other mildews as well. 

The introduction of a 3-pound package will be wel- 
come news, especially to rose growers in California 
where mildew is the No. 1 rose pest. 


Keep your lawn chigger-free

The standout insecticide for ridding lawns of chiggers 
is lindane. One ounce of 25 percent lindane emulsion 
kept a 50x50-foot plot free of chiggers for two months 
last summer. 

I have found that a simple way to apply lindane is to 
siphon it through a hose with a suction nozzle. Then 
you can kill chiggers while you're watering the lawn. 

You can keep your entire lawn and garden practi- 
cally pest-free if you use lindane in a multipurpose 
pesticide. Just spray the shrubs and flowers at the edge 
of your lawn once a week, using the siphon attachment.

But we know less about how heat checks tomato pro- 
duction. A recent discussion of this, with several re- 
search workers, uncovered the fact that heat prevents 
pollination of the flowers. Sometimes flower parts are 
deformed by heat. 

For this reason, it pays to spray with fruit-set hor- 
mones during summer. You can cause tomatoes to 
grow without normal pollination. 

One precaution: Since hormones are injured by high 
light intensities, the best time to spray is in the evening, 
just before sunset. 


Tornadoes spread plant diseases 


‘Tornadoes are blamed for the heavy incidence of rust 
diseases in the Midwest last year. Snapdragons, blue- 
grass lawns, and other garden plants were hard hit. 

U.S.D.A. specialists say the tornado winds picked up 
rust spores in Texas, Oklahoma, and other parts of the 
South and carried them north earlier than usual. 

The spores found a fertile field for growth. Moist, 
hot weather in northern states provided perfect con- 
ditions for fungus growth. Infection built up faster than 
ever noted before. 


Soil treatment safe for vegetables 


You can safely treat your vegetable plot for wireworms 
and other root insects, with modern insecticides, say 
U.S.D.A. workers. 

Insecticides tested included lindane, aldrin, dieldrin, 
DDT, and toxaphene. Sweet corn, tomatoes, and pep- 
pers were sensitive to lindane, and potatoes and spin- 
ach were injured by aldrin. With these exceptions, the 
new insecticides could be used with safety, and without 
atlecting edibility. 

Vegetables tested included peas, carrots, beans, 
spinach, sweet potatoes, cabbage, lettuce, and celery. 


Nematode war continues 


Greatest unsolved problem in pest control is the nem- 
atode—a microscopic worm which cripples plants by 
feeding on their roots. Some types may even kill plants. 

Late in the winter, I spent some time with Doctor 
Steiner of the U.S. Department of Agriculture, one 
of the leading authorities on nematodes. He pulled 
a sample of ordinary soil from right outside his door- 
way. In a core about as thick as a pencil, and half an 
inch long, he showed me over 17,000 nematodes! 

He also pointed out nematodes with their heads half 
buried in roots where, except to the trained eye, they 
looked just like root hairs 

Even in the North, previously considered safe from 
nematode invasion, more and more of the pests are be- 
ine discovered. Hundreds of types have now been 
identified, and many of them can cause serious damage. 

Doctor Steiner feels our best course lies in better 
chemical control. He’s testing all materials available, 
plus many not previously tried. An effective control 
will go a long way toward increasing plant yields in 


this country, he believes. 


Cabbage worms immune to DDT 


Now cabbage worms have acquired resistance to DDT. 
In Kansas tests, these pests were successfully controlled 
for five years with DDT, but since 1951 have not been 
SUSC eptible.

In leading universi- 
tics and research foundations, authorities have been con- 
ducting exhaustive studies and wide-scale surveys to find out 
how much of the time the average person feels ‘‘good,”

more often than not, our physical well-being has little to do 
with whether we feel “high,” “‘low,” or just “so-so.”’ In most

W.. do I get only 20,000 miles out of a set of tires 


when some of my neighbors eet better than 50,0002” 

How many times have you heard this complaint? Per- 
haps you've said it yourself. Actually, you, and not the 
tires, can be at fault 

As with footwear, so with tires; you get what you pay 
for. You can’t compare a low-priced tire with a higher- 
priced, better-quality model. ‘There are differences in 
tread, width, and cord material which make one tire out- 
live another. But, again as with shoes, the way two difler- 
ent drivers treat identically the same set of tires has a 
vreat deal to do with its use ful life. 

The fall, winter, and spring seasons are easier on tires 
than the hot, summer months. You get 25 to 30 percent 
more wear out of them in the cooler seasons. ‘That's why 
some drivers prefer to “break in’ a new set of tires during 
the winter. Rain and snow help lubricate tires, while heat 
tends to affect the rubber and cause faster tread wear. In 
most Cases, fast driving on hot, dry roads causes your tire 
tread to wear faster than during winter or rainy weather.

But the Council on 
Pharmacy and Chemistry of the 
American Medical Association 
takes a dim view of vaporizers 
which continuously disperse a fine 
mist of ins“cticides into rooms, day 
and night. Users are quite likely to 
overload and misuse such devices, 
the council feels. And even if con- 
tinuous insecticide vaporizers are 
well installed and operate efhicient- 
ly, differences in room ventilation 
may allow undesirable concentra- 
tions to accumulate and settle down 
on foods, clothing, and other ob- 
jects. In some instances, the water 
of tropical-fish aquariums has ab- 
sorbed enough insecticide vapor to

Good discipline is geared to the 
nature of the individual child. The 
child-guidance authorities made 
this point long ago, and most suc- 
cessful parents accept it. They do 
not set up a mold and try to pour 
their offspring into it. They study 
the nature of each youngster and 
try to guide him accordingly. 

Good discipline is also geared to 
some simple and universally under- 
stood basic objective. In this area, 
I get the partly from

And a must on any visitor’s sched- 
ule is the new Jasper Park Lodge. 
After returning to Banff, the 
route to Waterton Lakes National 
Park in southern Alberta is by way 
of Calgary, Canada’s famous cow- 
town, which in recent years has 
also become its oil capital. It’s a 
busy town on the prairie, During 
one week in July, it puts on its rip- 
roaring celebration, the Calgary 
Stampede and Exhibition—a west- 
ern show well worth seeing. In late 
June and July, there is a rash of 
stampedes, exhibitions, and har- 
ness races in southern Alberta. 

Highway 2 leads to Fort Mac- 
leod in the region largely responsi- 
ble for the creation of Canada’s 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 
From Fort Macleod, follow High- 
way 35 to Pincher and Highway 6 to 
Waterton Lakes townsite. 

As you drive into the natural 
amphitheater carved by ancient 
glaciers to form a trough for Upper 
Waterton Lake, the town that ts 
the park headquarters is hidden 
from view. One building looms up

Waterton Lakes is much like a 
small American town. Good cabin 
accommodations can be had here 
for as little as $4 for two.
